The P r e s id e n t—Will the Senate advise and con­ 
sent to the appointm ent oi A. L. Rhodes as Regent 
of the State University? 
The roll was called and the appointm ent unan­ 
imously confirmed. 
The appointment «f W. II. L. Barnes as Major- 
General was unanimously confirmed. 
Mr. Mo r e l a n d— I rise for information. 
It is per­ 
fectly right and proper for the Governor to appoint 
these Directors, but a question aris s in regard to 
their terms. The Constitution of the State provides, 
Article X., Section 1, that the Governor shall ap­ 
point five Prison Directors, “ who shall hold offiee 
for ten years, except that toe first appointed shall, 
in such m anner as the Legislature may direct, be so 
classified th at the term i f one person so appointed 
shall expire at the end of each two years during the 
first ten years.” Now it seems to me thpt some Act 
ought to be passed by the Legislature providing for 
the term s of these first ten. 
If we confirm them 
without providing for their terms we may get into 
s •m** difficulty. 
I leave that to the Senate to de­ 
termine. 
Mr. SEARS—It is very correct what the gentleman 
has ju st slated. 
We w ill have to p iss an Act of the 
Legislature providing for these Commissioners at d 
detiiiii g thetr term s. T hat will be done undoubtedly 
by au Act where they will draw .lots the same as the 
Judges of the Courts do, as the Governor cannot, 
by the appointm ent of these Commissioners, define 
these terms, au 1 as the clause ju st read in the Con­ 
stitution reads th at it must be done by an Act of the 
Legislature. 
Now we shall undoubtedly, within a 
short time, jniss an Act regulating how' the Commis­ 
sioners will determ iné thedr term s of office. The o ie 
drawing a certain num ber will be Director for two 
years, another for four, another for six, another f*»r 
eight, and the other for ten years.

The property was 
struck of to tiie mortgagee for the am ount <»t the 
claim, and now the Commissioners endeavor t<* force 
San Francisco to pay $1.500,000 for it. 
He thought 
tiie ili ought to j .uj.s at once under a suspension of 
the ruies. 
Mr. E nos said lie had some knowledge of that 
lake. 
At one tim e even the Spring Va ley Water 
Company had entered into an engagement to buy it 
for §2,006,000, bu t had get out of it on a technic 1- 
ity. 
Com|>erent engineers had l een employed l«> 
examine it. and on their testimony these Commis­ 
sioners hud said it wasworth $1,500,000. He was n*»t 
prepared to say th at these Commissioners were dis­ 
honest. 
They were sworn officer , who*;e integrity 
was sustained. 
Mr. J ohnson said th at the num bers from Sa:t 
Francisco, who professed to be in favor of this bill 
and yet did not want to vote on it, were like a can­ 
didate for office in Maine, who was asked his opinion 
of the Maine liquor law. 
He said: “ I want ymi to 
understand that i am in favor of the law, hut 1 am 
opposed to enforcing its provisions.” 
He saw no 
reason why it should not be passed at once. II- did 
not wonder th at the Senator from the Eleventh (Mr. 
Kane) distrusted the men wh * favored the hill, be­ 
cause the W orkiugme 
in the Assembly had ail 
voted for it but one. 
Doubtless the Senator knew 
th t men of hi» party better than he did. 
Iu regard 
to the fear th at Senator had of the .Spring Valley 
agents, he said t »• at if he had been at h m e and in 
bed like a good Christian ht m idnight on Sunday 
night he would not have been so frightened by them. 
He argued at length in favor of the suspension of 
the rules 
* Mr. S a tt e r w h it e again addressed the Senate in 
favor of taking time in the consideration of the i/ill 
aud letting it go to the San Francisco delegation. 
Mr. D a v is said th at everybody seemed to be in 
favor of the passage of the bill, and he could not 
see why they m ight not ju st as well suspend the 
rules and pass it as to let ii go to the San Francisco 
delegation. 
Mr. C h a se took the same ground, and urged that 
the Senate ought not to spe: d so much tim e in dis 
cussing a purely local m atter, upon which all were 
agreed, when there was so much im portant .state 
legislation th at ought to be attended to. 
The motion to suspend the rules was lost by a vote 
of»23 ayes to 16 not-s, two-thirds being required. 
The bill, after some further discussion, was re­ 
ferred to the San Francisco delegation, with instruc­ 
tions to report it back to morrow morning.

LEGISLATION A&AI ST LOBBYING 
Section 35, Article . . ., u. u.e new Con­ 
s’ itution, declares lobbying to he al f- limy, 
a 1 prescribes that “ it shall be the duty 
of the Le.i lature to provide, by law, 
“ for the punishment, of this crime.'1 Tne 
Constitution declares that “ any person 
a ho seeks to influence the vote of a 
“ . .ember of the Legislature by bribery, 
“ promise of reward, intimidation orany 
“ other dishonest means, shall be guilty of 
“ lobbying.” Assemblyman Braunhart has, 
pursuance of this constitutional direc­ 
t >n, drafted a bill to punish the crime of 
i bbying. It covers more ground than the 
c * stitutional clause upon which it is 
ostensibly based, for whereas the latter 
. tines lobbying as the influencing of mem- 
li ra of the Legislature by improper means, 
!r. Braunhart has extended it so as to 
include not only legislators, but all public 
"luoers, State, county and municipal. We 
. erve in much of the new legislation 
now heiii^ introduce! a disposition to 
ignore the limits of constitutional pre­ 
scription. Members appear to imagine 
t at the Constitution is merely an 
outline or skeleton framework, which 
they are 
at 
liberty to fill 
up, 
to 
amplify, 
aud 
to 
extend 
or 
liter, as they please. Mr. Braunhart’s bill, 
however, declares that “ any person or per- 
“ sons, who shall directly or indirectly, by 
• i.ffer or promise of money, office, appoint- 
“ ment, employment, or oth-r thing of any 
“ value; or who shall by threats or intimida- 
“ tion endeavor to influence any member of 
“ the Legislature, or other public officer, 
“ whether State, county or municipal, in 
“ the discharge, performance or uon-per- 
“ performance of any act, duty or obliga- 
“ tion pertaining to sueh oflice, shall be 
“ deemed guilty of the offense of lobbying, 
“ and be liable to indictment for felony ; 
“ aid on conviction thereof, shall he sen- 
“ tenced to imprisonment in the State 
“ Prison for not less than one, nor more 
“ than five years.” It will be observed 
t iat this ingenious and sweeping measure 
uot only aims at the suppression of baby­ 
ing as it is generally understood, hut con­ 
té opiates a veritable revolution in Ameri- 
c in politics, and a practical regeneration of 
the whole business from beginning to end. 
The Legislature, when called upon to pass 
this bill, must, if satisfied of 
its 
constitutionality, experience considerable 
embarrassment. For this case is one of 
those in which members, however pure 
their motives, can hardly escape calumny 
if they oppose the measure. Opposition 
to it is tolerably certain to brand those 
who take that ground, as defenders of the 
lobby; aud though it is very well known 
that the relations usually existing between 
the members of the three houses are the 
reverse of hostile, it will require much 
moral courage to offer any resistance to a 
law which is supposed to possess so strong 
i popular indorsement. It is said that 
•-hey have in Pennsylvania a law some- 
hati similar to this one. That being the 
case it would be both interesting aud im­ 
portant to ascertain whether the thing 
called lobbying has been eliminated by the 
passage of the statute. 
As the Constitution has decreed it, of 
course there must be legislation in the 
premises, and we do not suppose that any 
factious opposition to it will he offered. 
Mr. Brauuhart’s bill may not be quile the 
right mea-ure, but some law on the subject 
must be enacted, and it really does not 
greatly matter what it is. For no legisla­ 
tion can put a stop to lobbying, and every 
man capable of reflection knows this to be 
true. Legislation may reuder the business 
more difficult and dangerous; may drive 
it from the open daylight, aud compel it to 
burrow underground ; hut statutes are 
powerless to control a practice which has 
been engendered in the venality aud cor­ 
ruptness of human nature. Given a per­ 
fectly'pure'and incorruptible Legislature 
and lobbying would die of inanition, with­ 
out any legislation at all. But perfectly 
pure and incorruptible Legislatu es never 
assemble. 
All such bodies have their 
black sheep, and wherever there are black 
sheep there will be found means to pur­ 
chase them aud to use them. Attempts to 
suppress lobbying are in the nature of ef­ 
forts to cure wounds by putting medica­ 
ments on the weapon» with which they 
wore inflicted. That sort of vicarious sur­ 
gery was commonly practiced during ti e 
Middle Ages, hut it has been abandoned 
now for several centuries. Laws against 
lobbying are indeed calculated in some re­ 
spects to render it more dangerous, by giv­ 
ing to it the ciTver of a deeper secrecy. 
Under such a law the p. dessional lobbyists 
would cease to be seen in their old 
haunts. 
They would no longer be 
regular attendants at legislative sessions. 
To all outward semblance they would 
have withdrawn. But the motives which 
bring them here would be as strong as 
ever, and unless the venal members were 
all regenerated by the operation of the 
statute, there would be no difficulty in 
bringing together the itching palms and 
that “ Balm of Gilead ” which is supposed 
to possess such sovereign virtue in allaying 
this kind of irritation. The proposal to 
put down-lobbying by legislation was one 
of those attempts to solve difficult problems 
by sheer force, which are very apt to be 
made by ignorant men who find themselves 
confronted by such difficulties when they 
have the power to legislate. Such people 
commonly believe that if abuses and evils 
exist it is only because they have not been 
attacked with sufficient vigor an! violence, 
.md their first impulse always is to solve 
the Gordian knot by cutting it. 


W e anticipate no substantial benefits 
from the legislation proposed in this direc­ 
tion, because we know that human nature 
cannot be molded by statutes. The only 
infallible method for doing away with lob­ 
bying is to see to it that none but honest 
and intelligent and fair-minded men are 
elected to the Legislature. So long as this 
cannot be done, or is not done, there will 
be as much lobbying as there has ever 
been, no m atter w hat laws are enacted 
against the practice. 
So long as the 
m ajority of men are rule! by self-interest 
there will be legislators who are amenable 
to bribery of various kinds, and if they 
are not songlit ont they will themselves go 
in quest of a m arket. There is a certain 
quality of childishness in the idea that 
what is called lobbying can be swept out 
of existence by the wave of the legislative 
wand ; but the Constitution has ordained 
that the experim ent should be made, and 
bo we m ust be prepared to contemplate 
it patiently. One result is certain to 
flow from the experim ent, and th at is the 
enhancement of the value of the services of 
lobbyists. W hen a stigma is placed upon 
their business, and they are compelled (in 
theory, at least) to encounter the risk 
of the Penitentiary while pursuing it, 
it is obvious that they will have to be paid 
much higher rates than heretofore. For 
this reason among others they may not feel 
disposed to offer any objections to the pro­ 
posed legislation. It will please the simple- 
minded folks who believe in the plenary 
• vet of statutes, and it will not appre- 


c ably discompose the class at which it is 
ai-red. A t the close of the session, how- 
p.'.-nr, it will he in order to review the effects 
o: the new law, an! to ascertain whether 
any marked improvement in the character 
rad quality of the work done has resulted 
from this crusede upou the Third Honse. 
SENATOR MORELAND’S PRISON BILL. 
Senator Moreland has introduced a bill 
d fining the duties of the State Prison 
i .¡rectors, and providing for the mauage- 
: ent of the State Prison. We shall not 
at this time examine it at any length, but 
v. e deáire to point out that in the very first 
s ction itcontravenes theCenstitution. Sec- 
u"n 1, Article X., of that instrument, pro­ 
vides that,” There shall he a State Board 
“ of Prison Diiectors, to consist of five 
“ persons, to be appointed by the Gov- 
“ eraor, with the advice and conseutof the 
• Senate, irho shall hold office fo r ten years, 
‘except that the first appointed shall, 
“ in such mauuer as the Legislature may 
“ direct, be so classified that the term of 
‘' one person so appointed shall expire at 
“ '-he end of each two years during the 
“ first ten years, and vacancies occurring 
“ shall be filled in like manner.” Senator 
Moreland’s hill provides for the appoint­ 
ment of five Directors, “ oneof whom shall 
‘' be appoint! d for a term of one year, one 
“ for a term of three years, one for a term 
“ of five years, one fora term of seven 
“ years, and one for a term of nine years." 
It will puzzle Senator Moreland to show 
how this arrangement can be made 
to consist with the language of the 
Constitution. We notice also that he 
provides for the letting of contracts 
¡or employing convict labor, for two 
ye.frs. Governor Irwin in his late mes­ 
sage pointed out that contractors would 
uot undertake to invest capital in.. ma­ 
chinery for such purposes for so short a 
time, and we have no doubt that this will 
lie found to be the ease. Practically the 
contract system is dead already, and there­ 
fore it would be useless to calculate upon 
the employment of the convicts in such a 
manner. The State will have to employ 
them henceforth itself, beyond a reasona­ 
ble doubt.

date known to be acceptable to him. Who 
Mr. Tilden would really prefer i¡i not devel­ 
oped, but the indications point to General 
McClellan. There is no foundation for the 
widely published statement that his influence 
will be exerted in behalf of Speaker Randall 
for the Presidential nomination, other than 
the suggestions of some personal friend of 
Randall. It seems to be generally believed, 
both here anil in New York, that Tilden is 
opposed to Senator Bayard, for some 
reason or other, 
but many of the 
most influential New York Democrats 
iu Washington have expressed their decided 
preference for Bayard, and August Belmont 
is credited with the assertion that Bayard can 
carry New York by 50,000 majority. The 
opinion is prevalent among the most sagacious 
Democratic leaders that if Horatio Seymour 
will take the nomination he will certainly get 
it, but that if he decisively declines, all the 
probabilities point to the nomination of Bay­ 
ard. There appears to be no longer any ap­ 
prehension of a split in the New York De­ 
mocracy this year. 
The friend of Tilden 
above quoted says that Tildeu spent at least 
$100,000 in the late State canvass for election 
expenses, and that he will spend a still larger 
sum in the coming Presidential canvass, if 
the nomination be acceptable to him.

T he ScrREME Court.—The following 
is from ihe San Francisco Bulletin of Janu­ 
ary 10th : - 
The Supreme Court lias been organized 
into two departm ents, in accordance with 
Section 2, A rticle V I., of the Constitution. 
O ucor both of the departm ents w iilalways 
tie open ‘for the transaction of business, 
and three Justices will be assigned to each 
departm ent by «the Chief Justice. The 
Justices are eom oetent to transact busi­ 
ness in either departm ent, or to inter­ 
change business by agreement, bnt in 
all niatie s except such business as could 
be transacted m Chambers, the pres­ 
ence of three Justices is necessary, and 
no judgm ent can be rendered without the 
concurrence of three Justices. The Chief 
Justice will apportion the business to the 
departments, but be may order any cause 
to be transferred from either departm ent, 
and be argued and decided by the Court in 
banc. A second court room has not yet 
been procured, and until one is obtained, 
one departm ent will be held in the 
chambers of one of the Justices. There 
will practically be two Supreme Courts 
for the transaction of 
business, 
as 
the departm ents can hold Court in this 
city, in Sacramento or Los Angeles, or in 
any two of those places at once. Chief 
Justice Morrison has designated Justices

P relim inary E xam ination.—T he prelim ­ 
in ary ex im in atio n of D avid B everidge and 
Jo sep p e D em arte, charged w ith the m urder of 
C harles H allen, a sh tep herder, N ovem ber 
27th, on th e I.agoon, was com m enced before 
Ju stic e P aschal Obggins yesterday, in the 
C o u n ty 
C ourt-room . 
D istrict 
A ttorney 
B lan ch ard and C ity A tto rn ey B uckley are 
engaged in the prosecution, and C. T . Jones 
represents the defendants. 
A large num ber 
of w itnesses have been suhpenaed, and the 
exam ination w ill continue fo j several days. 
C oroner 
V erm ilya w as 
the first w itness 
sw orn, an d testified concerning the inquest, 
th e condition of th e body w hen exam ined,, as 
to th e body being found on the bed, and as to 
th e articles found in the^o o m o f the deceased, 
and th e cause of th e d eath . 
No money was 
found on his person, though Beveridge claims 
to have paid him §180 a sh o rt tim e before. 
D r. C. H . F ish er, who held a post m ortem 
exam ination, also testified th a t the cause of 
d eath was a bullet fired into the back of the 
head and ranging to the front, entering in 
such a w ay as to indicate th a t the body was 
in a reclining position. 
K obert F incher was 
n e x t sw orn, and testified th a t he was a sheep- 
ow ner, and th a t in com pany w ith Kelsey 
H o b d ay he inquired if any of his sheep had 
been .tak en by B tv e iilg e , the em ployer of 
th e herder. 
T he defense objected to a sta te­ 
m en t of the conversation held, and the C ourt 
deferred an y ruling on the point until to­ 
d ay . 
F in ch er fu rth er testified th a t on the 
n ex t m orning he visited the ranch of M artin 
M onscli an d Beveridge aud found a hide with 
the brand of deceased upon it. 
H e talked 
w ith the proprietors ai d th ey prom ised to 
show him th eir flock of sheep. 
This witness 
w ill fu rth er testify again this m orning a t 10 
o’clock, to w hich tim e C ourt adjourned. The 
officers evidently th in k th ey have accum u­ 
lated sufficient evidence to hold the prisoners, 
b u t no testim ony y e t given to the p u b ­ 
lic w arran ts the presum ption. 
T he theory of 
th e prosecution is, th a t Beveridge had stolen 
F in ch er's sh eep ,siu J th a t upon learning th a t 
H allen had inform ed F incher of the fact, 
killed th e only w itness to the felony, and was 
assisted by th e Italia n ; 
■ th a t he caused the

BLOODY WORK CONTEMPLATED. 
Augusta, January 12th.—It is reported and be­ 
lieved by a large number of persons that the reason 
the galleries were not allowed to be occupied Friday 
was because of orders to allow certain armed men con­ 
cealed in the State Library, in case of an attempt of 
the Republicans to capture the House, a9 the Fu- 
sionirts feared, to come down by the short cut and 
enter the south gallery with loaded muskets, and 
cover the Representatives in the hall. The finding 
of the muskets loaded and cartridge-boxes filled 
shows that bloody work wís contemplated. Both 
parties keep their movements very cloudy from all 
outside members, and especially do they avoid 
makiiigany disclosures to newspaper correspondents. 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 
AVgusta, January 12th.—On the ass mbling of 
t'ie Senate this morning, President Laras >n sent a 
letter announcing that he assumed the duties of 
Governor.

On (he proposition to hold a Joint Convention for 
the purpose of qualifying an acting Governor, Locke 
of Cumberland made a Jong speech, in which he re­ 
viewed the aciion of the Governor and Council, and 
took up the cases of the counted-out members and 
the grounds upon which they were count: d <» ;t. 
Locke claimed that the certificates issued by the 
Governor and Council to those not chosen were not 
legal, and the Acts passed by such a bod> would 
not he recognized by the Courts or obeyed bv the 
people. 
Barker and Strickland, in reply, claimed that to 
all intents and purposes this is a legal Legislature, 
the members holding certificates from the Governor 
and Council. They meant, as honorable gentlemen, 
to do the fair thing when an investigation should 
take place before a proper committee of the Legis­ 
lature.

A FLANK MOVEMENT— REPUBLICANS IN POS­
